PLAGUE PRECAUTIONS IN 
’ BHANGHATL 
At a meeting of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council the following minutes of 4 mesting 
ofthe Sanitary Board ware ordered to he 
published :— ; : 
PLAGUE IN HONGHONG. 
\ With regard to this Dr Heoderson point- 
cd out that onsea of plague wore reported 
on good authority to have been carried on 
board ship to Singsporé and Yokobame. 
In Hongkong, according to the last report, 
there was an average of twelve cases of the 
disease occurring daily. Ships sailing fron: 
Shanghai are now quarantined or at least 
gubjected to medion! inspection in Ja- 
pan, He thought the time bad come when 
the Board must tuke sotion, and he invited 
disonssion. 
Wo understood that the Chairman of the 
Council had scen the Commissioner of Cusa- 
toms with reference to the inspootion of 
ships, eto. 
Tha matter which required the immediate 
attention of the Board was tho prevention 
of the importation of Chinese by steamer 
fromthe south. Thero was practically no 
\junk-traffics between Hongkong and Shang- 
i hai and so far as sailing veasols were con- 
cerned the danger of euch ships bringing 
cages of plague was remote. It would be 
a comparatively oasy matter to detect and 
igolate one or two cases of plague brought 
to Shanghsi on board ship. Once intro- 
duced it would be difficult, perhaps impos- 
siblo, to limit its furthor spread. 
A somewhat lengthened discussion then 
tock place, in which al) tho membors took 
part. In the end it wan decided that alt 
possible measures should be taken to limit 
and regulate tho natiyo truflio. botween 
Hongkong and Shanghai. .The agents of 
the various steamer compunies should be 
requested fo assict in the same way as in 
1894, The Custom authorities should be 


asked to order the medioal'inapection of all 
ateamors coming from the sunth and to ep- 
point doctora-for this purpose, 

Tho Pootung Chapel is to be kept in 
readiness to receive a caso should ona be 
fonnd. Anothor site suitable for the iaola- 
tion of such cascs should be esloctod with 
as little delay as possible and farther ac- 
commodotion be provided there.

foundation, Some additions] ecourity will 
require to be provided and it is here whers 
the dificulty will come in. China will either 
require to py 6 greatly increased interest or 
acuept a rouch Jower price, or grant railway, 
mining, or other concessions. But to return 
tothe present loan, It has had the strong 
baking of Lord Salisbury. ‘Through the 
Chargé d@Afftires hera ond through the 
Chineso M-niater in London, the British 
Prime Minister has told the Chinese Govorn- 
mont his views and his wishes in plain, for- 
cible, and uomistakeable language regarding 
this loon, From the first it was thus 
apparent in what o strong position the two 
Legations, aud consequently the two Banks 
negotiating the loan, were placed, Ordors 
from London, and we presume also from 
Berlin, were at all cost to the effcot to sup- 
port the Hongkong Bank. Here it may be 
stid this Bank wae acting for the Deutsch. 
Asiativebo Bank, Behind thosa two Banks 
was.o powerful ayndioate in London, headed 
apparsutly by the Rothschilds, which wo 
auppose to be the issuing bouee, The first 
offer of this combination waa 6% at 894 and 
it must bo suid that for montha they ‘stuok 
to their guns and would not budge an iota, 
The Chinese goveroment felt affronted by 
the low prico offered, the obduracy with 
whieh it ‘was maintained, and, wilh some 
of the conditiova, with the result that the 
Chinese government’ looked elsewhere -to 
negotiate the loan. The British and Ger- 
mac suthorities bere wero incessant in their 
visita to the Toungli Yamén, pressing for the 
loan snd using all manner of argumonta, 
and in the long ran it even came to ‘tha 
issuing of an ultimatum,” The Chinese 
government was naturally moro inclined to 
deal with the foreign Legationa, feeling that 
they had a guarantee for the carrying out of 
the Joan, but nothing’ at that time could 
overcome their unwillingness to deal with 
tho Hongkong Bank, At the end of the 
Chinese years memorial against the Bank 
was actually presented tothe Throne. The. 
price, tha iuelastioity of the offer, the 
urgenoy of the demands, the absence of a 
firm offer, and finally the ultimatum with the 
oundition that if oof accepted harder terma 
would be demanded, these things bronght 
matters to @ crisis, and the nogotrations were 
broken aff, Boforo thia timo, tho loan had 
been practically settled in their favour. 
Then began ao series of ‘negotiations with 
Aucricuns, Shanghai Jews, German, British, 
and French syridicates. Loana in silver on & 
silver basis and gold loans in pounds ater- 
ling, in marke and franes and gold dollars, 
were showered in upon the poor uofortunate 
and ignorant Obineso Ministers. " Telegrams 
from Shanghai told them of silver loans at 
4 per ceat and 44 per cent at par which 
could bo negotiated. Parties arrived at 
Peking and others bad started overland 
from Shanghai and great were the expeota- 
tiona, but an action in the Consular Court 
at Shanghai by e Chinese Viooroy, which 
waa telegraphed here, pricked the bubble, 
aod the negotistions, although supported 
by the ex-Viceroy Li, came to an untimely 
end and partics returned to tho Soath wiser, 
ifeadder, men. On the baok of the Shang- 
hai offers came otuers from America offering 
torms in silver ata fixed rate of the gold 
dollar, which bed thay been able to be carried 
out would have been moat acceptable, 
quont delays and demande for osrtain periods 
within which to wire to ascertain facts, re- 
sulted in still furthor loss of time, 
English Banka word consulted, but they do-

The price now offered stood at 
90}, but still no firm offer wae made, The 
Bunk offered to negotiate the loan at 5 par 
cent commission and to give the Chinese 
government whatever was realised upon the 
London market, guaranteeing, however, that 
it should aot bo lcea than the abore sum. 
They made their conditions, one, six months 
in whioh no juan from any other country, 
exclusive of tho two couustries negetiating 
should be entertained, oud anothor, a most 
important clause, thal the preseut adminia 
tration of the Imperial Maritime Custome 
should remain unaltered. The French offer 
came aa an exceedingly disturbing element 
in the negotiations. ‘Lhe Obinene insisted on 
their rightlo freedom of aotivn in apito of 
their promisen to the British Misister—they 
were determined to borrow in the cheapest 
market epart irom all political or future 
consideration, It is not quite clear how the 
Frunch offer came to ba proseated on the 
French side, Lt ia averred that. the Chinoss 
government asked Frenoh apsistance to ox- 
tricate them from their difficulties in tho mat- 
ter of the loan.. ‘Lhe Chinese striotly deny 
that they asked Irench assistance, They 
wired to Paris, however, to their Minister to 
enquire thy prict ofa 4perceatlvan, There 
muy be some truth in both statemonts, bow 
much we de not ventare to sey. ‘Ihe Ex- 
Viceroy Li was etrongly in favour of another 
Hrench loan, At his Imperial audience, 
when he received his final orders to attend 
the coronation uf the Czar, ho was asked by 
the Emperor about the loaa and replied that 
Chins eould borrow Zrom France. Bis Im. 
perial master repudiated with scorn thoides 
that he should sull his conatey tor Freaob 
frauos. When the Hx-Viceroy went to the 
Iho Park to visit the Emprens-Doweger, bis 
patron, the s’me Question cume op and was 
dismissed with the remark that the Emperor 
would not have it so, At the Tsungli 
Yamen the Ex-Viceroy again advised the 
acceptance of the Hrenoh loan in whole or 
part, but the Mivtstere had at the very first 
gifer of the luau declared that they never 
could ascept it,  Notwithstiading ‘their 
resolve to refuse the French offer, it war 
feared. that the very favourable termu offered 
by the Krenoh would nevertheless be acvepted 
by tha Chinese, At this ‘stuge Lord Salis- 
bury. renewed his ‘protesta and gave the 
Tsungli Yamdn learly to understand, 
through thé Chinese Minister in London, 
that tho Vhinese goveramoub hed promised 
the loan to. tha anglo-German combination, 
and that, althougn they were at liberty to 
Degotiate in thedheapost market, they would 
bs held responsible tor whatever reaulta 
might tolluy which might prove detrimental 
to Ureat Britain, ‘Lhe J reuch Minister cust 
have cuppoted ba held the trump card in bio 
haud wawa bu.
